The political disunity of the Palestine Arabs, plus a 
growing opposition to the Husaynis; 


b. The differences occurring within the Arab League 
which is now meeting in Beirut. 


2. It is further reported by an informant who was present at the sessions 
of the League, that the demands of the Grand Mufti 
for immediate action and financial assistance met stiff opposition. The following 
reactions were allegedly exprassed by the member states of the Arab League:
